I believe that we all want our homes to be cosy, but smart and stylish 
too. And therein lies the challenge. Somehow 'cosy’ is one of those 
words that has a subtext signifying small, cluttered, crowded, messy. 
So here at ELLE Decoration we’re redefining cosy to connote 
warmth, comfort and good cheer! It’s the difference between 
perching on a sofa and sinking deeply into one. 

In short, in our lexicon, cosy means 'designed to provide solace 
to the human body’, which is what all of our home-making goals 
should be about; the creation of a space that soothes the soul. 
In truth, this is often easier said than done. Indeed, I struggle in 
my own home as it stubbornly insists on staying in an eternal state 
of unfinishedness (note how I’ve extracted myself from culpability 
here). I dream of the day it’ll be completed (via dust-free magic?) 
and swear that I’ll never ever renovate another old house again. 

I think we all know this probably won’t be the case. 

But then why do any of us embark on housing projects? Is it the 
seduction of crafting a space that’s just that little bit better than 
the last one? Probably. But what interests me at the moment is that 
for many people I know, 'better’ doesn’t necessarily mean bigger.

Today, better often revolves around improved insulation (sound 
and heat), superior efficiency (from layout to boilers) and smarter 
technology (everjdhing controlled by your iPhone), on top of the 
ever-prevalent need to build in as much storage as is humanly 
possible. Also, more and more I’m seeing the clever use of top lights 
and clerestory windows to sneak in extra light where you might 
not have expected it, hallways being particular favourites. 

But if you’re not in the market, or mood, for a structural overhaul, 
it’s good to know that there’s lots to be achieved with atmospheric 
artificial lighting, especially now that the evenings are getting longer 

again (see pI07 for our guide to everjdhingyou need to know). But 
sometimes cosy is simply a matter of a lot of thick rugs, slubby 
throws, fluffy blankets and feather-light duvets (see our edit on pI66) . 
As autumn beckons, this is definitely the time to get your bedroom 
dressed accordingly. Nothing beats snuggling down with a book or 
movie in the depths of a dark evening, listening to the weather 
doing something horrid outside. It’s a pretty affordable and 
marvellously indulgent way to update a whole room without recourse 
to a tool box, too. Add in a purring puss or sleepy dog (for pets alone 
truly maketh home: see p57) and the scene is surely set for glorious 
ELLE Decoration- style cosy comfort. After all, as William Blake 
wrote, 'In seed time learn, in harvest teach, in winter enjoy’.

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BRAND TO KNOW AYTM 


A more daring approach to 
Scandinavian design: that’s the idea 
behind this new Danish company, 
which sells some seriously covetable 
pieces. AYTM was set up by Kathrine 
and Per Gran Hartvigsen, two 
importers of homewares for top 
design stores with a keen eye for 
trends. Their debut range focuses 
on the dining room, living room and 
kitchen, with affordable products in 
sumptuous materials such as velvet, 
marble, brass and mirrored glass, and 
a contemporary colour palette of dusty 
blue, blush pink, rose gold and black. 
Our favourite pieces include the 
teardrop- shaped 'Stilla’ velvet pouf and 
wool rug (below left) and the 'Tota’ grey 
glass bowl with brass lid (below).

Often called 'the father of British studio pottery’, Bernard Leach (1887-1979) 
is famed for his handcrafted, highly collectable ceramics. In 1920, he co-founded 
the Leach Pottery in St Ives, Cornwall with Japanese potter Shoji Hamada. Here, 
fusing ancient Japanese, Chinese and Korean forms with classic English slipware, 
he produced organic-looking yet utilitarian pieces. The pottery is still thriving, 
and its Standard Ware ranges, 'Soda’ and 'Reduction’ - influenced by Leach 
designs dating back to the 1940s - will be sold at craft fair 'Handmade at Kew’, 
at the Royal Botanic Gardens (8-11 October, tickets from £16; kew.org). Want 
to know more? Here are ten interesting facts about Leach and his work. 


I ln 1911, while visiting Tokyo, Leach 
attended a raku party, where guests 
decorate Japanese raku ceramics. The 
event ignited his love of the craft. 

He went on to learn throwing, 
brushwork decoration and various 
bring methods under the tutelage of 
Japanese master potter Urano 
Shigekichi. In the process, Leach also 
became practically fluent in Japanese. 

3 He was born in Hong Kong and 
was taken to Kyoto, Japan by his 
grandparents after his mother died 
in childbirth. Sent to school in the 
UK, he had an East-meets-West 
perspective from an early age. 

In 1940, Leach published his 
influential tome A Potter's Book 
(Unicorn Press, £24.99), which 
contained practical information on 
everjdhing from recipes for glazes 
to different designs for kilns. 

5 The same year as the release of his 
book, he joined the Baha’i faith, 
a Persian religion that was founded in 
the 19th century and emphasises the 
spiritual unity of all mankind. 


Leach loved cricket and, at his 
pottery, he and the staff often 
played a few overs at break time, until 
a cricket ball smashed a pot and 
Bernard’s wife Janet banned the game. 

7 He married three times - first his 
cousin Muriel Hoyle, then Laurie 
Cookes, a secretary at the Leach 
Pottery, and Anally potter Janet 
Darnell. Two of his sons from his first 
marriage also became potters. 

8 He counted many avant-garde 
creatives as friends, including 
British artist Eric Gill and designers 
Charles and Ray Eames. 

9 Collectors of his work include 
David Attenborough and, it’s 
rumoured, David Bowie. 

Today, original Leach 
pieces are sold at 
Cornish gallery St Ives Ceramics 
(st-ives-ceramics.co.uk), owned 
by John Bedding, current lead potter 
at the Leach Pottery. Leach’s designs 
also fetch high prices at auction. 

At Christie’s London in 2013, a 1913 
raku vase sold for £11,250.

TOMOKO AZUMI 


We ask a tastemaker what 
they are reading, watching, 
downloading and listening to 


After graduating from the Royal College of Art in 1995 with 
an MA in Furniture Design, Tomoko Azumi co-founded 
the design studio Azumi. In 2005, she established TNA 
Design Studio. Recent projects include her 'Flow’ chair 
for Ercol; her iconic 'Table-ChesF (1995) is on display 
at the V&A (@tomoko_azumi; tnadesignstudio.co.uk). 


My favourite piece of music is Handel’s Harpsichord 
Suite in G Minor, played on the guitar by David Russell 
on the album Passacaille. It was one of the first things 
that I downloaded to my iPod and I play it a lot. 

I’m currently listening to an album called 
The Great Paraguayan: Guitar Music of Barrios 
by John Williams. It makes me think of 
South America, about the people who 
first brought European musical 
instruments there and made their 
own versions using local materials. 

The book that’s influenced me the 
most is Now I Lay Me Down to Eat: Notes 
and Footnotes On the Lost Art of Living by 
Bernard Rudofsky (out of print). The part 
about bathing as a communal activity over 
the centuries made me aware that my own 
Japanese cultural background seems 
unique in the Western world - the custom 
of enjoying an outdoor bath in hot springs 
with strangers is rare here. 

At the moment I’m reading Christopher 
Lloyd’s What on Earth Happened? The 
Complete Story of The Planet, Life & People 
from the Big Bang to the Present 
Day (above, Bloomsbury, £16.99). 

I like the way that he uses a clock 
to show that human history is 
very, very short relative to the 
whole history of the Earth. 


My favourite object is my CF Martin & Co 
ukulele - made in 1936 - which I play, though 
not professionally. It sounds wonderful and 
I enjoy learning about the music arranged for 
it, dating from the I6th to 20th centuries. 

The last exhibition I saw was 'Magnificent 
Obsessions: The Artist as Collector’ at 
London’s Barbican Art Gallery (bottom). 

I especially enjoyed Sol LeWitt’s piece 
Autobiography, a collection of images of 

details in his house and studio 
- including door handles, 
switchboards, lights, taps - 
that revealed just how many 
industrial objects we are 
surrounded by in everyday life. 
If I had a free day in London, 
I’d go to the British Museum 
(top) with my sketchbook, 
pencil and watercolours, borrow a stool at the 
entrance and sketch items such as Stone Age axes 
and ancient ceramic bowls from China. 

I have two favourite destinations in the world: 
one is Finland, where I like exploring Alvar Aalto’s 
architecture (Finlandia Hall, above). I’m a great fan 
of his almost Socialist yet elegant way of designing 
buildings. My second choice is Mashiko in the Tochigi 
prefecture in Japan. It’s far from where my family 
is from, so I have to make an effort to go there. It’s 
famous for ceramics but is also populated by a new 
generation of young creatives who have come from 
Tokyo and revitalised the area. I like to visit the late 
Japanese potter Shdji Hamada’s studio (above), which 
is now called Mashiko Sankokan Museum. 

My favourite app is Metronome, which I use when 
practising on my ukulele. It helps me to keep time with 
the Baroque music I’m learning.

Now 
a symbol of kitchen luxury, it has strong industrial roots: it was 
established by Armand Desaegher and Octave Aubecq, two Belgian 
specialists in casting and enamelling. The now-famous 'Cocotte’ 
casserole dish was one of its earliest launches, made in cast iron,

Since those early days, Le Creuset has continued to show flair with 
colour; the launch of new shades is always a highly anticipated event 
(the latest is Tnk’, a deep indigo, left). Lengthy experiments can be required 
to make new hues work, says president Paul Van Zuydam. Tt can take 
months to get it right. "Chiffon Pink”, for example, was very tricky’ 
If you liked the soft chartreuse 'Elysees Yellow’ (below) that was relaunched 
last spring, you’re in good company: Marilyn Monroe owned 
a set in this shade, which fetched more than $25,000 at auction in 1999. 

The company has innovated in other areas, too. Over the years it has 
created collections with American Modernist designer Raymond Loewy 
and Italian icon Enzo Mari, as well as branching out to make fondue sets, 
barbecues and woks. More recently, it has 
launched crockery sets to match its cookware. 

But its most popular piece remains the 
^ casserole - which, though expensive, 
comes with a lifetime guarantee. If 
^ you remember to treat it properly, that 

is. 'Never scrape your Le Creuset with 
a metal scourer,’ warns Van Zuydam. 'The 
enamel is glass, so treat it that way!’

a flaw,’ he explains. 'Fm more interested in the graphical 
representations of things and processes.’ The visual 
purity of his posters lends them a universal appeal. 

Tyler is as fascinated by the scientiflc challenges of 
the printing process as he is by imagery. Having worked 
out how to achieve the perfect phosphorescent glow for 
his 'Moon’ (top) and 'Jupiter’ prints, he is now looking 
into creating other advanced designs. He’s currently 
interested in lenticular prints, which are made up of 
multiple images so that the picture changes as you move 
around it, and photochromatic images made with 
conductive inks, like those used on banknotes: these have the 
ability to change colour according to temperature or light levels. 
Concept-wise, mathematical constants, the electromagnetic 
spectrum, deep-sea creatures and layers of the atmosphere are all, 
as yet, untapped material. Tyler is looking to expand into three- 
dimensional products as well, with plans for mugs that illustrate 
the molecular structure of caffeine and trays depicting the Periodic 
Table. 'Fmso curious that if Fm trying to concentrate on a particular 
subject, I need to switch ever3d:hing else off,’ he says. 'Otherwise 
I start reading about phosphorescence and three hours later And 
myself immersed in a paper on photon entanglement.’ But what he 
finds most rewarding is that these often complicated concepts can

fruit flies, Simon Tyler’s passion for science is not of the usual 
kind. The aim of his graphic design venture. Atomic Printworks, is 
to 'create products for people who like to learn’. His prints and 
serving trays are inspired by the spectrum of scientiflc knowledge, 
from the electron shells of atoms to the planets in our solar system; 
his simple, striking infographics give everyone the chance to glean 
a kernel of understanding about complex phenomena. 

Tyler has no formal design training, although he was creative 
from a young age. He started out studying biochemistry at 
London’s Imperial College, until he realised that he had 'neither 
the maths nor the patience to be a proper scientist’ and switched 
to history of science at UCL. His journey post-degree saw him 
review restaurants and write a spoof thriller novel before working 
in his family’s upholstery business looking after creative direction. 

Now, Tyler’s four-year-old daughter Sibylla provides much of 
the inspiration for Atomic Printworks’ collection. The litmus test 
for his ideas is often the amount of information she and her friends 


can soak up, he explains. Designs such as the 'Dinosaur Evolution’ 
print, which maps out a genetic tree of dinosaurs from primitive 
forms to extinction, make sense of tricky subjects 
without dumbing them down. Their impact is 
immediate, which makes learning fun and relevant.

DESIGN HERO MAINIE JELLETT 

The pioneering artist and rug designer who 
championed Modernism in 1920s Ireland

ALONG WITH EILEEN GRAY andJames Joyce, 
Mainie Jellett (1897-1944) was a trailblazer of 
Irish Modernism. Like fellow radical Joyce, she 
struggled to make her voice heard; unlike Eileen 
Gray, whose work was revived after a long period 
of neglect, her name remains largely unknown. 

JelletLs works certainly deserve a revival. 
A painter, designer and writer, in the 1920s she 
led a crusade to persuade a culturally isolated 
Ireland to overcome its prejudices against 
modern art and design. Jellett championed the 
uncompromisingly abstract Cubism espoused by 
her mentor, French artist 
Albert Gleizes, and her 
paintings also have an 
affinity with the Art Deco 
movement. Her audaciously 
graphic. Cubist-influenced 
rugs, designed in the 1920s 
and ’30s, were all produced initially as gouache 
artworks on card, before being woven at home 
by Jellett herself, her mother and sister (and later 
by Dublin craft studio Dun Emer Guild). 

Jellett was born in Dublin to a family of 
academics and politicians: her father was William 
Morgan Jellett, Unionist MP for Trinity College, 
Dublin. She studied at the city’s Metropolitan 
School of Art, then under artist Walter Sickert at 
the Westminster Technical Institute in London. 
Soon after, she moved to Paris, where she formed 
a long association with Gleizes and befriended 
fellow artists Sonia and Robert Delaunay. 


In 1923, Jellett returned to Dublin, 
where her Cubist paintings were 
promptly ridiculed, with one critic 
sniping that their 'cubes, odd shapes and 
clashing colours presented an insoluble 
puzzle’. Undeterred, she continued to promote 
contemporary art through lectures and radio 
broadcasts. She found success, too, representing 
Ireland as an artist at the 1928 Olympic Games 
in Amsterdam, for which she painted murals. 

Jellett believed that art and design were 
intimately intertwined, and thus it was logical 
that her enthusiasm for 
modernity extended to the 
home. In 1938, she wrote an 
essay. Art and Decoration in 
the Small Modern House, 
which exhorted readers to 
shun busy wallpapers and 
embrace simple china and rugs on plain floors. 

After her premature death from cancer at the 
age of just 47, Jellett’s reputation faded. But in 
2008, Wexford company Ceadogan Rugs 
(ceadogan.ie) began reissuing her designs after 
a conversation between its owner Denis Kenny 
and Bruce Arnold, a writer and leading authority 
on Jellett. Now, 13 limited-edition rugs are to go 
on sale at De Veres Art Auctions in Dublin from 
15-31 October (from approx £1,420; deveres.ie). 
Fittingly, given Jellett’s devotion to creativity, 
a percentage of the profit from sales will go to the 
Jellett Foundation, which helps fund artists. 03

SALVAGE OPERATION 

Belgian wooden furniture company Ethnicraft sources much of its 
reclaimed teak timber from neglected buildings or old warehouses 
on the Indonesian island of Java; the rest comes from plantations that 
were set up by Dutch colonists around 150 years ago. Ethically sourced 
materials are important to the brand, which also gathers the oak for 
its tables, chairs, shelves and cabinets from managed forests in Europe. 
Plus, there is no waste. Log remnants are reused as finger joints for 
panels and sawdust is repurposed as fuel for wood-drying ovens.

Zeng, who also creates fabric and cushions, always knew that 
her passion lay in the visual arts. Born in China, she moved to

Budapest when she was seven and remembers obsessively 
copying whimsical illustrations from Hungarian folktales. Her 
parents placed importance on an education that would provide 
a fallback in case her creative career didn’t take off so, after 
moving to the UK, she completed an economics degree at UCL, 
then studied textile design at London’s Central Saint Martins. 
Her big break came when Holl5rwood actress Hilary Duff spotted 
her debut 'Woodlands’ collection on the DecorS blog. With 
a substantial order to decorate the nursery for Duff’s new baby. 


Zeng’s wallpaper was suddenly put 
into production. The 'Woodlands’ 
characters started off as an animation 
in her final year at art school. 'I drew 
hedgehogs from every angle, and at the same time I was 
experimenting with screen printing, dyeing and repeat designs.’ 

Recently, she has been doing Chinese watercolour painting 
using inks, rice paper, calligraphy brushes and water. 'The Chinese 
consider this kind of painting to be like a breathing exercise, 
almost like tai chi,’ says Zeng. 'Each brushstroke is made as you 
exhale, so the ink flows with your energy.’ She marries this ancient 
technique, which she carries out in her compact studio in 
Deptford’s Cockpit Arts, with fiexo-graphic (a modern version of 
letterpress) and digital-printing methods employed by the 
Loughborough wallpaper factory that produces her designs. For 
her latest range, she has worked with the factory to create 
a metallic-effect screen print overlaid with digitally printed 
drawings. Spring flowers are showered with dripping paint; 
tropical summer blooms have exquisite little bugs buzzing around 
beneath the foliage (top left); leaves float off with the clouds in 
autumn, and snow flurries fill a dreamy winter sky. 'I’ve had this 
collection in my head for a long time,’ says Zeng. 'It’s almost like

RUSSET 

Exploring the history of a colour

RUSSET DIDN'T START OUT AS A COLOUR at all, but as a type 
of cloth. InPiers Plowman, William Langland’s 14th-century allegorical 
poem about good and evil, charity ‘is as glad of a gown of grey russet/ 
As of a tunic of tarse’. Langland’s readers would have known exactly 
what he meant. To the medieval mind, the closer a cloth was to its 
original wool colour, the cheaper it was. Tarse was a luxurious, soft 
fabric bought by the wealthy, so it was usually coloured a rich red 
because that was the most expensive dye. Russet, meanwhile, was 
coarse, woollen fabric for the poor and humble - why bother gussying 
it up with a fine, bright colour? Instead, undyed russet woollen cloth 
was dipped in weak solutions of first woad (blue) and then madder 
(red) dyes, both locally sourced, vegetable-based colourants prone to 
fading. Depending on the colour of the wool used and the strength 
and quality of the two pigments, the result could range an5rwhere from 
dull brown through to taupe and grey - Franciscans and Lollard priests, 
who often wore russet-cloth habits, were labelled 

'grey friars’. It wasn’t until the I6th century T^pcicfnatPfl ‘ 
that the word russet was used in an adjectival ^ 

sense as a colour. An anonymous treatise on labourers ar 
'the Arte of Limning [painting or drawing]’, 3.SS0 

published in 1573, suggested that mixing a little i • i 

KHIQ Ol 
result in russet, 'or a sadde Browne’, which 
makes you wonder about the purity of the original paints. 

The tie between the English poor and russet was made explicit, and 
legally binding, in 1363. In that year, a sumptuary law was passed that 
attempted to codify the minutiae of social rank into clothing. Yeomen’s 
wives were forbidden to wear silk veils, and only royals could wear cloth 
of gold and purple silk. Field labourers, and anyone else whose worldly 
possessions amounted to less than £2, were restricted to wearing russet. 
It is this law that may have unintentionally reversed russet’s fortunes. 
The colour became associated with manliness and a kind of sartorial 
honesty, and its social journey progressed upward. At a revel in 1518, 
one of King Henry VIII’s horses was decked out with russet velvet 
embroidered with silver damask; just over a century later Oliver Cromwell 
gave the Earl of Manchester a dressing down, saying 'I had rather have 
a plain russet-coated captain that knows what he fights for’. 

When we think of this autumnal shade now, it is far more allied 
with wealth than with squalor. Several recent catwalk appearances 
- at Hermes, Chloe, Celine and Isabel Marant, to name but a few - have 
cemented its modern association with luxury. And, as our appetite for 
I970s-infiected design shows no signs of waning, russet should continue 
to thrive in tandem with fringed suede boots, glowing wooden furniture 
and leather sofas. From the backs of the poor to the accessories of the 
privileged, russet’s tale is truly one of rags to riches.

THE CANINE COMPENDIUM 

Six new books about dogs that we just can’t resist 
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For The Love Of Dogs by Katharina von der 
Leyen (TeNeues, £19) sets out to show dogs as 
they are in everyday life - so expect pictures of 
pooches exhausted after play, easing into old age 
and, of course, chewing shoes. The author is 
known for her writing on man’s best friend, and 
her humorous text is well worth reading. 

Nice Nosing You by Elke Vogelsang (Hardie 
Grant, £14.99) is a delightful book that grew out 
of a traumatic event. Vogelsang’s dogs saved her 
husband’s life by barking for attention when he 
suffered a brain haemorrhage. Afterwards, she 
made a photographic diary of the dogs’ lives to 
help him recover from memory loss. This book 
is a gesture of gratitude to the couple’s canine 
guardians. Noodles, Scout and Loli. 

Dogs and Chairs: Designer Pairs by Cristina 
Amodeo (Thames & Hudson, £9.95) was inspired 
by the author sketching her Beagle, Isotta, 
asleep on a chair. She’s paired a series of breeds 
with classic chairs in this illustrated book, 
matching each one according to shape and 
character. The English Bulldog is Eero Aarnio’s 
'Bair chair, while a Spanish Greyhound resembles 
Le Corbusier’s 'LC4’ chaise longue. 

WetDoghy Sophie Gamand (Aurum Press, 

£12.99) captures dogs at their funniest and 
most vulnerable - at bathtime. The French 
photographer’s original 2013 series of bedraggled 
canines went viral and this new tome showcases 
over 100 more as-yet-unseen images. Gamand 
is also an animal rights advocate and many of the 
subjects are adopted rescue dogs. 

We Think The World of You: People and Dogs 
Drawn Together by David Remfry (Royal 
Academy of Arts, £16.95) features a series of 
portraits of well-known figures and their pets, 
drawn by the British artist. Among the famous 
names are Susan Sarandon with her Pomeranians 
Penny and Rigby, and Alan Gumming with his 
rescue mutt Honey. 

Breeds: A Canine Compendium (Square Peg, 
£9.99) is a charmingly illustrated book by designer 
Fenella Smith and her artist siblings. The Brothers 
McLeod. It offers witty character studies of over 
100 breeds of dog (will you recognise yours?) 
and one very astute portrait of a cat. Some of 
Smith’s drawings also feature on a range of 
ceramics (from £14.50 for a mug), with 25 per cent 
of profit donated to Dogs Trust (fenehasmith.com).

Tell us about your dog. He’s a three -year- old English Setter called 
Rupert. English Setters are affectionate and sensitive. He’s fearlessly 
independent; he’s also very amusing and loving. I’m smitten really. 
Where at home does he spend most time? Every animal is an 
individual, so you have to be flexible. We’re quite free with Rupert. 
He has his bed in the kitchen, but he sometimes just sleeps on the 
floor in the hallway. He’s not allowed to go upstairs, but we trained 
him not to do that more for safety than an 3 d:hing else as we have 
quite an open wooden staircase. 

Have you tried to harmonise your pet’s kit with your decor? 

I have pet accessories that fit with my taste - things that are pared- 
down and don’t stand out like a sore thumb. I have to fall in love 
with an object in order to buy it for my home and the same follows 
for Rupert’s things. He loves a comfortable bed and his current one 
is our powder-blue linen 'Luna’ bed (see 5 of the Best). He has two 
'Stitch Stick’ bowls (right, from £44) in a stone colour influenced 
by Japanese ceramics, which I love. I prefer a natural palette, but 
will introduce some brights with accessories. Rupert is currently 
playing with a green dinosaur called Dylan (see 5 of the Best). 

Are there any areas where dogs are banned? Rupert never goes 
in the bathroom. That’s my sanctuary. It’s a calm space and there 
are definitely no creatures allowed in there! 

Do you embrace the wear and tear associated with having 
a pet? I’m a tidy person, but when you have an animal, things can’t 
always be perfect. The joy of having a pet in your life offsets any 
annoyance about mess. To avoid having dog hair everywhere, 
I groom Rupert every day - it’s good for his coat and for my house. 
I remove hairs on clothes or furniture with a lint roller. I don’t have 
carpets; that would stress me out. Our floors are all stone and wood. 
When Rupert was a puppy there was the odd accident - it prompted 
us to develop an environmentally friendly cleaning spray. 

Have you ever decorated with your pet’s needs in mind? We 
decorated the house before we owned a dog. I don’t bother with 
anything like wipe-down paints. The one concession I made was 
getting a hot-water tap installed in the front garden so that I can 
wash Rupert’s muddy paws when he comes in from the park. We 
always have a towel by the front door so that we can dry him off 
before he even gets inside, which saves a lot of mess. 

Any tips for pet-proofing your home? Be sensible. Don’t leave 
things out that you don’t want chewed and keep doors closed on 
rooms that you don’t want them to go in. I am also careful when 
I light candles to make sure they are not at the level of Rupert’s tail. 
What’s your take on pets sleeping with their humans? 
It really depends on who you prefer in your bed. For me, that’s 
my husband! In fact, I am more likely to snooze in Rupert’s bed 
for a bit than the other way round. 

How do you feel about pet-themed home products? I would 
never have dog- themed wallpaper in my home. My taste is quite 
minimal, so I tend to avoid an 3 d:hing that is animal-patterned. 
Having said that, I did discover the most beautiful 'Paw Print’ fabric 
in Soane and we do have some subtle bone prints on blankets.

Tell US about your dog. George is a Yorkie cross. My partner and 
I rescued him from Battersea Dogs & Cats Home when he was 12 
weeks old; he will be three this December. His previous owners 
bought him as a Christmas gift but couldn’t look after him - we 
gladly snapped him up. He’s a cheeky little character. He can be 
mischievous, independent and stubborn (a tj^ical terrier!), but 
he’s also a huge softy and loves nothing more than a good snuggle. 
Where in the house does he spend most time? I’m convinced 
that George has a severe case of FOMO (Fear Of Missing Out), 
so he has to be wherever we are. His bed is in the lounge where 
we spend a lot of time, especially at the moment because we have 
a new baby. If there’s any cooking going on, he will be on alert 
in the kitchen, waiting for morsels to drop. 

What accessories does he have? When he’s not hogging our bed, 
George sleeps on a beautiful daybedby Charley Chau and a faux-fur 
blanket (right, top). His table manners are not quite up to scratch 
but he does have some nice geometric-printed dinner bowls. I gave 
away most of his sweaters and coats before we moved to Australia 
(no need for them here) but I did pack his brilliant Hiro + Wolf 
collars made from vibrant Kenyan prints (see 5 of the Best), 
a gorgeous Italian leather lead from Mia Cara (see 5 of the Best) 
and a couple of bow ties for special occasions. 

Should pets he ahle to go everywhere in the home? When we 
first got George, I was determined to lay down some strict ground 
rules. He wasn’t allowed on the sofa or in our bedroom - certainly 
not on the bed! I stuck to my guns for the first few months and then 
of course, as I became more obsessed with him, I crumbled. 
He now pretty much has the run of the house, except the nursery 
- he’s only allowed in there under supervision. 

Do you embrace the wear and tear associated with having 
a pet? Luckily, George doesn’t shed hair. I also put in the time 
with training while he was a puppy to avoid chewed skirting boards 
and shredded sofas: it paid off and he has never been destructive, 
apart from with his squeaky toys! 

Are there types of materials that are better to have as a pet 
owner? We have hardwood floors and tiles that make it easier to 
clean up any mess. George’s claws are well clipped to avoid too 
much scratching. I try to steer away from light-coloured fabrics, 
although he will invariably gravitate towards a white sheepskin! 
Any tips for pet-proofing your home? Before you bring a new 
pet home (especially a puppy), it’s important to check out all of the 
ways that they might get into trouble. Although you may feel silly 
crawling around on your hands and knees, exploring the house 
from pup’s-eye view is a great way to find any hazards. 

What’s your take on pets sleeping with their humans? I was 
dead against it before we got George, but before long he was allowed 
to sleep in our bedroom on his own bed, then on top of our bed, and 
now he tries to worm his way under the duvet most nights. 

How do you feel about pet-themed products? We stock some 
great pet-inspired homewares in our online shop (see 5 of the Best). 
Forget fusty old cat ornaments; these days designers are creating 
accessories that add real character to a space.

Tell us about your dog. Rabbit is eight years old, and he’s half 
Norfolk Terrier and half Jack Russell. He’s scruffy, cute, stubborn 
and independent - he reminds me of a sweet little old gent, 
although like most terriers, at the sight of a cat or squirrel he turns 
into a crazy wildebeest! 

Where at home does he spend most time? I spent years making 
him beds that I placed all over the house where I thought he would 
love to be, but when he wants some quiet time he just creeps into 
the alcove by the chimney at the end of the living room (right). 
He also likes the hallway because from there he can keep an eye on 
what’s going on in the kitchen. 

What accessories does he have? A Harris Tweed bed in a zingy 
lime 'Appleby’ fabric that I designed to fit perfectly in the 
alcove (right). I tend not to go for complete matching sets for 
Rabbit’s bowls - his water bowl is an enamel mug (right) that 
I bought in China and his food bowl (below) was made in Japan. 
Our home has an eclectic style. 

Should pets be able to go everywhere in the home? It’s a personal 
choice. With Rabbit, the bedroom and the bathroom have always 
been no-go areas - there is an invisible line that he never crosses! 
I like to have my own space, as does he. 

How do you deal with pet hair and scratches on furniture? 

I’m a total bossy boots when it comes to the furniture! I house- 
trained Rabbit from a puppy and it paid off: he has never scratched, 
shredded or chewed any household items - not even my Jimmy 
Choos! Generally though, I accept that he is an animal who sheds 
hair, gets muddy and is a bit stinky now and then. 

Are there types of materials that 
are better to have as a pet owner? 
Fabrics such as wool and tweed are 
good for wear and tear: they don’t snag 
as easily as tightly woven textiles and 
clean up really well, often with a simple 
wipe of a damp cloth. 

Do you have photos of Rabbit 
around the house? As Rabbit is 
the Love My Dog model, muse and 
professional product tester, I have 
hundreds of photos of him. My 
favourite was taken by photographer 
Vanessa Davies for my book Canine Couture, where he’s stretched 
out on a beautiful bespoke blanket (left). 

Any tips for pet-proofing your home? Make sure there are no 
dog-harmful foods (chocolate, grapes and macadamia nuts, for 
example) left on low surfaces or anywhere a dog can get to. 
Gardening chemicals like weed killer also need to be locked away 
safely. It’s also a good idea to position your pet’s bed away from 
the front door, especially if you live on a main road.

• The trend for minimalism has 

resulted in a lot of 'samey’ interiors. 
But it is easy to bring creativity back 
into your home by adding pattern. 

• Don’t overdo it, though. If a whole 
room is to be wallpapered, consider 
using a muted design to avoid 
potential headaches. Reserve bolder 
prints for statement areas, such 

as under dado rails or in alcoves. 

• Choose a repeat pattern, ideally 
with a few colours in it that will 
complement the rest of your space. 
Work these shades, and perhaps 

a base colour, throughout the 
room in accessories and trims. 


• Avoid matching your wallpaper 
to your curtains, rugs and tableware, 
as this type of regulated style can 
result in kaleidoscopic overkill. 

• Ensure that there is enough 
blank space, such as a bare wall, to 
balance out your brighter patterns.

DESIGN TO DYE FOR 

Home furnishings decorated using shibori, the ancient Japanese 
dyeing technique, are popular this season. Similar to tie-dyeing, 
but traditionally indigo blue, here’s how to work the look 

With its softly geometric patterns and artisan appeal, every shibori design is 
completely unique. As textile artist Rebecca Atwood (rebeccaatwood.com) 
explains, 'the process is not about replicating a perfect print, but about creating 
something new every time’. It’s easy to add an instant bit of shibori decoration 
to your home, with a wide range of cushions and throws available this season 
(see left). However, if you are looking to pay homage to this classic Japanese style 
in a bigger way, we suggest having a piece of furniture upholstered in shibori fabric. 
Thanks to recent advances in printing techniques, it is now possible to recreate 
hand-dyed patterns on a much larger scale. Textiles expert Ian Sanderson 
(iansanderson.co.uk) has reinterpreted this ancient craft using digital printing 
- 'we can recreate the wonderful watery effects of shibori consistently, in 
a repeatable form,’ he says. We love the look of the modern, wonderfully swirly 
shibori-style 'Sohni’ curtains (below) from Scion (£28 per metre; scion.uk.com). 




HOW TO DYE 
THE SHIBORI WAY 

The word shibori means 'to 
squeeze, wring or press’ in 
Japanese, and describes the 
intricate 'resist’ technique of 
gathering and folding material 
in specific ways to control the 
areas that the dye reaches. It 
is usually used for decorating 
kimonos or 5 nikata (summer 
cotton kimonos) says Hiro 5 niki 
Murase, who is the fifth 
generation of a shibori artisan 
family and owner of textile brand 
Suzusan (suzusan.com). The 
result is often an unpredictable 
combination of indigo and 
undyed natural fabric. No two 
pieces will ever be the same. 
'Shibori is a bit like two free 
spirits meeting head on. The 
result is always a stunning 
surprise or a tragic disaster,’ says 
textile artist Sally Campbell 
(sallycampbell.com.au). 

There are many ways to create 
a shibori pattern, including 
folding, clamping, scrunching, 
knotting, twisting, plaiting, 
sewing and binding fabric. To try 
the techniques for yourself, enrol 
at a course with textile artist Jane 
Callender through Selvedge 
(selvedge.org) and order all the 
tools that you need, including 
dyes, from craft supplier George 
Weil (georgeweil.com).

Who is he? Rodolphe Parente trained extensively in 
interior and product design, first attending the prestigious 
Ecole Nationale des Beaux Arts in Dijon, before cementing 
his studies at Strasbourg’s Ecole Superieure des Arts 
Decoratifs and the Ecole Cantonale dArt de Lausanne 
(ECAL). He then worked alongside renowned interior 
designer Andree Putman in Paris on projects including the 
redesign of the Morgans Hotel and the Anne Fontaine store, 
both in New York. Following a period as artistic director for 
a retail design firm that counted Cartier and Estee Lauder 
as clients, he launched his own Paris-based studio in 2009. 
What’s his style? Parente explains that he has 'a common 
process, rather than a defined style’. He likes to use a subtle 
mix of raw and sophisticated materials. Brass detailing and 
'Parente Blue’, his own shade, feature a lot in his interiors.

INSIDER GUIDE TO CARPETS 

Rupert Anton, consultant to the Carpet Foundation, helps you choose the 
perfect carpet for your needs and shares his top tips on how to care for it 


1 Carpet is soft, tactile 
and cosy. It also has many 
practical qualities: it 
absorbs sound, insulates and is, of course, 
non-slip. It is also hordwearing as it won't scuff 
or scratch like other floorcoverings. 

2 Very little maintenance is needed to look after 
o carpet: just vacuum it o few times o week. 

3 How a carpet looks and lasts is dependent 
on its fibre content. The material used has 

a bearing on the design's durability, resilience, 
appearance, feel, practicality and price. 

4 Wool is resilient due to its fibres' inherent 
ability to bounce back and recover from the 
pressure of foot traffic. It is also naturally 
spill- and dirt-resistant, and takes dye well. 


5 For busy areas of the home that take a lot of 
wear and tear, such as the hallway, stairs or 
landing, opt for a wool-mix blend - with added 
nylon, for example - that has a heavy pile. 

6 The more luxurious or deeper a carpet's pile, 
the more carefully you will have to look after it. 
There are many styles of weave to choose from, 
including twist and velvet piles. All vary in terms 
of softness and practicality. 

7 Hire a professional to fit your carpet. It is 
a skilled job and it is important to get it right. 

A well-fitted carpet will not only look better, but 
it will last longer. A fitter will make sure that the 
sub-floor is level and smooth before fitting your 
chosen design, and take care of details such as 
ensuring the pile all goes in the some direction. 


8 Applying a new underlay is vital for 
the carpet to sit properly and wear evenly. 

Just as you wouldn't buy a new car without 
ensuring that it had new tyres, so you 
shouldn't buy a carpet without fresh underlay. 
It improves the feel of the carpet underfoot 
and increases heat and sound insulation. 

9 Carpet and underlay are now compatible 
with underfloor heating, too. The effect will 
be more snug than heated concrete or stone. 

10 When inevitable spills do occur, act 
quickly to reduce the chance of a lasting stain. 
Always blot (rather than rub) any spillages 
first, then carefully apply a cleaning agent 
with a cloth and dry with a hairdryer.

TOP TIPS 

STAIR RUNNERS 

Roger Oates (rogeroates.com) 
has been producing stair runners 
for 25 years. Here, he shares a 
little of his insider know-how. 

1 A runner (with underlay) 
will soften the sound of feet 
clattering up and down stairs. 

2 Opt for a flatweave runner, 
woven on traditional narrow 
looms, as they have a textured, 
handmade quality. A finished 
selvedge edge is ideal for stairs. 

3 Make sure that your sub-fioors 
are in good condition before 
laying runners, as fiatweaves 

do not have a secondary backing. 

4 Installing fiatweave runners 
is more akin to upholstering 
your staircase than fitting 

a regular carpet, so a skilled 
professional is required. 

5 Hold the runner in place 
with specialised carpet gripper. 
Stair rods and clips are purely 
decorative, so you could reduce 
costs by not installing these. 

6 To keep your runner in the 
best condition, adopt a 'no shoe’ 
policy: shoes can be abrasive and 
damaging to soft fioor runners. 

7 Choose a bold stripe or 
asymmetric pattern. The hallway 
(and often the stairs) is the first 
place that guests see, so this is 
where you can make an impact. 

8 Choose a fiatweave for winding 
staircases, as this type of carpet 
is fiexible and supple.

Think about how you use a room 

before making any decisions. You may 
want a well-lit kitchen that doubles as a 
space for children to do homework in and 
can be transformed into an atmospheric 
dining area. The key is smart layering, using 
devices such as recessed ceiling spots and 
individual dimmers to achieve depth. 
Always fit dimmers, so that you can 
change the mood of the room and create 
a variety of lighting effects. Try putting 
table lamps on one circuit, downlights 
emphasising pictures on a second and 
recessed uplights or shelf lights on a third. 
Don’t go for symmetrical ceiling layouts. 
Symmetry doesn’t matter, it’s what you 
are illuminating that is important. Lines 
of downlights give the impression of an 
office space, rather than a home. 

Use uplighters on the floor or above 
units to make a room feel larger: they 
will wash your walls with light. Also 
remember that white walls will naturally 
reflect more light back at the viewer. 
Always consider high-tech options. 
LEDs can be programmed to create 
complex lighting schemes that can be 
controlled via your smartphone.

Whafs more, the Swedish giant has recently become the 
first global retailer to stop stocking traditional lightbulbs in 
favour of LED light sources.

/ k A y life has been spent scouring markets

know I will discover/ says Lynda Gardener (right), 
an interior stylist who is one half of the design team 
Gardener & Marks and owner of interiors store Empire 
Vintage, based in Melbourne, Australia. 'I discover 
treasures everywhere and anywhere. I look for 
character and age - the story behind a piece.’ 

Nowhere do these finds look more at home than in 
the weekend retreat that Lynda and her partner Mark 
Smith, a marketing director for the Queen Victoria 
Market (located in central Melbourne) have created 
in the idyllic town of Trentham, about an hour’s drive 
from the city. The couple bought the house, which 
was built in 1904 in the contemporary Federation 
style, on first sight in December 2014. They had to 
wait until the following February to collect the keys, 
but took just two months to renovate it. 

Lynda and Mark saw potential in the bare bones of 
the weatherboard cottage, but it was the surrounding 
land - with its own mini orchard and verdant gardens 
planted with herbs, vegetables and summer berries 
- that sold the place to them. The scenic spot has 
since proved lucrative as a holiday rental location 
when the family are not in residence, and the large 
barn, now completely renovated, provides space for 
events and gatherings, including small weddings. 

'Being an interior decorator, 1 had to put my stamp 
on the house,’ Lynda says. T design to suit my quirks. 
For instance, in the bathrooms, there are huge tubs 
and windows that look out across the countryside 
because soaking in a hot bath is one of the only times 
that 1 get to relax.’ Lynda’s look has a classic country 
feel, but her calming choice of natural hues and elegant

arrangements of vintage finds elevate the overall aesthetic. 
The backdrop of the house - from the curtains and shutters 
to the refitted kitchen, doors and windows - is painted 
white, but she’s retained a rusticity by using weathered 
woods and slubby linens throughout. T wanted the house 
to be a place to relax, to put your feet up and enjoy the 
quietness of this pretty town,’ she says. 

Modern accents are also woven into the mix: concrete lends a utilitarian edge 
to the kitchen and bathroom fioors, and an original potato pickers’ shed within 
the grounds - the area was first settled by gold prospectors due to its red volcanic 
soil, which later proved perfect for potato growing - has been transformed into 
a third bedroom. The colour scheme here is rich and cocooning: chocolate-brown 
linen, dark fioorboards, natural wood, checked blankets and hessian-covered 
chairs. Lynda jokingly refers to the look as her 'modern lumberjack style’. 

The process of renovating the house has been enjoyable for Lynda, but she’s 
most delighted that this second home has given her the space to utilise her vast 
collection of vintage lighting, amassed over many years and kept in storage. 
The pieces are hung low, 'because to me lights need to be a feature of the room 
as well as providing an ambient mood’. Little wonder that the family find they 
unwind as soon as they step through the door, gardenerandmarks.com.au;

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ituated in the serene 14th arrondissement of Paris 

within a small but impressively ornate red-brick 1930s 
building, this apartment is home to Isis Colombo Combreas, the 
creator of children’s fashion and lifestyle magazines Milk andMz'Z/c 
Decoration, and her husband and frequent collaborator, the 
photographer Karel Balas (both pictured below with daughter 
Hiroko and Jack the cat). Their home is a living, breathing museum 
of contemporary design, filled with furniture that dates from early 
Modernism through to 1980s Postmodernism, as well as a stylish 
selection of covetable present-day pieces. 

The couple wanted a functional home with flexible areas 
that would be suitable for socialising as well as for quiet time with 
their children - son Aliocha (17) and daughter Hiroko (11) - 
and worked with Andrea Marcante and Adelaide Testa of Italian 
practice UdA Architects to bring their vision to life. The resulting 
interior is dynamic, with a fun energy, but also sleek. T’d describe 
it as modernity mixed with child-like fantasy,’ says Isis. 

The striking furniture throughout may well have been plucked 
from a MoMA archive of the most infiuential French contemporary 
designers. There’s the two-headed wall lamp by Modernist designer 
Serge Mouille, with its part sci-fi, part-organic, entirely elegant 
sconces; Jean Prouve’s 'Standard’ dining chairs, with their striking 
silhouette that echoes the forms of 1930s aviation; lamps by the 
Bouroullec brothers; and two cartoon-like 'Bold’ chairs by Moustache. 



Isis doesn’t see the style of her home as particularly Parisian: it’s 
a refiection of her and Karel’s design passions rather than its location, 
she says. 'I actually see the apartment as a tribute to the furniture 
and tapestry of Hungarian/French designer Mathieu Mategot 
mixed with elements of the 1930s.’ It is in the living area’s 'rack 
system’ - a connected series of metal pipes that support perforated 
sheet metal panels (a style signature of the Hungarian aesthete) 
- where the homage to Mategot is most apparent. Isis refers to the 
installation as 'micro architecture’, an internal skeleton within the 
existing classical backdrop that divides the space while preserving 

the apartment’s period details. 
'It changes the boundaries 
between different areas in the 
home, from the sociable spots 
to the most privates ones. The 
setup allows you to reconfigure 
layouts without much effort,’ 
says interior architect Andrea. 

Many of the details in the 
apartment are custom made, 
from the low cabinets that 
separate the dining area from 
the living room to the blue 
bathroom units. And, as Andrea 
points out, while this is the 
most modern of homes, it also 
acknowledges its history: 'The 
ceiling cornices and other 
architectural design elements 
have been restored to their 
original 1930s glory,’ he says. 
'The couple have created 
a cutting-edge design language 
that highlights rather than 
conceals the original character 
of this home.’ uda.it >

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fter a somewhat nomadic few years spent 
predominantly in Latin America, with spells in 
Paris and Italy, Charles and Sophie Heaulme 
eventually settled in Madrid with their two 
daughters (their two sons are studying abroad). 'We moved seven 
times in 16 years and learned three new languages,’ says Sophie. 
'However, after spending a few weeks in the central Salamanca area 
of Madrid we knew that we wanted to live in that part of town, with 
all of the restaurants, shops and markets.’ 

The family fell in love with an apartment and abandoned office 
on the top two floors of a property on Calle de Alcala built in 1914 
- it was one of architect Vicente Agusti Elguero’s first projects. 
They set out, with Swiss-Italian architecture Arm Wespi de Meuron 
Romeo, to convert the unique space into a modern home. 

'We had already worked with the architects on another renovation, 
turning an old rustic farmhouse in Le Marche, Italy, into a luxurious, 
minimalist retreat,’ says Sophie. 'We wanted to follow that direction 
again: to use white, pale wood and steel to bring traditional European 
design into the 21st century.’ For this family, less is more. 'It was 
very important to us that the penthouse reflected our style and 
experiences,’ explains Charles. 'Little by little, our taste for 
minimalism has become stronger: every time we move, we reduce 
the amount of furniture that we take with us.’ 

For their Madrid move, the couple stripped things back further 
than they ever had before, only keeping what they considered to 
be their 'art and design masterpieces from around the world’. These 
include a supersized bronze head sculpture by Venezuelan artist 
James Mathison ('the spirit of the house’, as the couple call it) and 
a white wood sculpture by Brazilian Joao Carlos Galvao. But Charles 
and Sophie’s favourite objects are their two 'Diz’ armchairs in the 
living room, designed by the late master of Brazilian Modernism 
Sergio Rodrigues. The couple spotted the chairs while on holiday 
in Rio. 'We felt as if they had been made for us. We spent a whole 
day looking for Rodrigues’ studio, and then when we Anally got 
there, they said that there was too much red tape involved in 
exporting them to Argentina, where we were living at the time.’ 
The couple had no intention of giving up. 'Those chairs were part 
of our life already,’ says Sophie. 'We arranged an order from a store 
in Sao Paulo, but the Argentine authorities wouldn’t let the tropical 
wood over the border. It took four months of battling bureaucracy, 
and was very expensive, but we got them in the end.’ 

The white-on-white style of the home is perfectly suited to the 
weather in Madrid. The house is bright despite the lack of large 
windows, with light bouncing off every slanted, bare surface. Its 
clean lines and lack of ornate details contrast with the surrounding 
architecture, but as Charles points out: 'The sky is almost always 
blue, and the sun is shining every single day, so it seemed wrong to 
pollute that with complicated visual details.’ And the roof terrace, 
next to the building’s stunning Belle Epoque-style dome, offers an 
extra living space - it’s used by the family as an open-air dining 
room and chill-out zone. 'It’s the icing on the cake,’ says Sophie. 

Cooking is a family passion - the couple commissioned a state- 
of-the-art kitchen from Artiflcio that is as minimal in style as the 
rest of their home. The wooden dining table, which was designed 
by the architecture Arm and is surrounded by a set of classic Fames 
chairs, is one of the most social spaces in the home. 'Food is such 
an important part of family life,’ says Sophie. 'Preparing a Peruvian 
ceviche on the white kitchen island offers a moment of great 
satisfaction.’ It’s one of many to be enjoyed in this beautiful, calm,

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erendipity played a part when actress Philippa 
Berrington-Blew and her husband Craig Strydom, 
L ■ a writer and director, bought this house in the Cape 

W Town suburb of Oranjezicht four years ago. The 
South African-born couple (right), then living in 
the US, had returned to the Western Cape to visit Philippa’s parents. 
An estate-agent friend let slip that the owner of Hemingway House, 
a local hotel, was thinking of selling,’ she recalls. Tt was odd as, for 
years, the house had served as a visual reference of my ideal home.’ 

Originally designed as a masonic lodge at the turn of the 20th 
century, the 420-square-metre building is nestled on a leafy spot 
with views of Table Mountain and its single storey wraps around 
an internal garden. T had always loved the idea of a courtyard house,’ 
Philippa says. 'This one instantly reminded me of the villas of Old 
San Juan that I’d fallen in love with when on holiday in Puerto Rico.’ 
Full of character and located in a quiet cul-de-sac just a short 
distance from a school - now attended by the couple’s daughter 
Isabella (13) - the house lured the family back to South Africa. 

Many of the period property’s original characteristics have been 
preserved: the portico entrance creates a grand welcome, while 
inside, the hallway flows between four classical stone pillars into 
what the family refers to as the 'great room’. Here, the living space 
is open-plan and airy. The kitchen and office are located to the left 
of the courtyard, with the main bedroom to the right. Every room 
has access to, or a view of, the central swimming pool. 

Philippa and Craig had no need for the hotel’s five bedrooms, 
so have turned one into a family area and another into a dressing 
room. 'We didn’t want to fiddle too much with the details that we 
first fell in love with,’ says Philippa, pointing out the Baroque-style 
fireplace and the wooden floors that 
are still decorated with their original 
intricate painted borders. 

Fortunately, the couple’s personal 
style fits well within the setting. Old 
pieces, such as apothecary cabinets 
and a vintage linen press are used 

as display units for design finds, and plants create height and 
sculptural interest in the stately spaces. 'We amassed a lot 
of furniture in Baltimore,’ Philippa explains. 'In fact, much of it 
comes from thrift shops and Brimfield in Massachusetts, which 
is a fantastic antiques event spread across 23 football fields.’ 

These curios enrich what is not only a home but also a creative 
space. Craig’s book, Man - The Life, Death and Resurrection 
ofSixto RodriguezvjdiS written at the long table in the living room. 
'He’d be there from the wee hours of the morning - only escaping 
to a local coffee shop when the need for noise, caffeine and company 
arose,’ says Philippa. Similarly, the table is where she spends her 
time when working on her independent film projects. 

Despite the couple’s need for contemplation and their love of 
beautiful objects, nothing in the house is deemed too sacred or 
precious. No room is ever out-of-bounds to Isabella, nor to the 
couple’s three pugs, Thaddeus, Thelonious, and Persephone (above); 
cats Mohammed Ali and Greta Garbage; and Prometheus, their 
adopted Hadeda Isis bird that flies in to visit frequently. 'Some days, 
the house feels like a living, breathing thing,’ says Philippa. 
'It resonates with meowing, barking, guitar playing and shouting, 
but we wouldn’t have it any other way.’

DAY IN THE LIFE 

My perfect days at home are wintery Sundays. We’ll have rosemary- 
infused lamb roasting in the oven, and gather friends, family and 
the animals together. We’ll have lots of red wine, followed by a nap. 
The first thing I do in the morning is eat a square of dark chocolate 
with a mug of tea - after that I am able to string a sentence together. 
A typical day would start at 4:30am for Isabella’s swim training 
session.

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How one Swedish calligrapher 
transformed a rural museum into 
her dream home using clever design 
tricks and a monochrome palette

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iven the opportunity to buy an old 
museum and transform it into a home, 
many people would be daunted by the scale of the proj ect. But when 
designer and calligrapher Ylva Sharp and her husband Daniel, a sales 
director, were presented with that very prospect in 2003, they jumped 
at the chance - even though their friends all advised against it. 

The couple were living in Stockholm at the time, but didn’t want 
to raise their son Hugo and daughter Vega, now 16 and 13, in the 
city. 'We longed for space, nature and fresh air,’ says Ylva. T dreamt 
of a home with a studio in the garden and a shop attached, and 
Daniel wanted to be close to water so that he could go fishing.’ 

This traditional red log house in Hjortnas, a village that sits 
quietly on the shores of Lake Siljan, was perfect in all but one 
respect: it had never been intended as a home. Built in 1901, it was 
originally the village schoolhouse before it later became a tin soldier 
museum. Tt was not designed to be lived in,’ says Ylva. 'But when 
we saw it, and realised its potential, we just had to move in.’ 

Creating their dream house was a huge project. The entire 
310- square-metre property needed to be reconfigured. Bathrooms 
and bedrooms had to be designed; new heating, electricity and 
plumbing systems installed. But it wasn’t the renovations that proved 
the biggest challenge: 'It was difficult to know how to make the 
house feel like a home as it’s so spacious and has such high ceilings,’ 
says Ylva. 'Our old house was only as big as the living room here, 
so it took time to adjust to the new scale.’ 

Ylva and Daniel have created cosy 
spaces in this grand building by presenting 
their belongings in clusters - a quartet 
of matching light shades hangs over the 
dining table and large groupings of 
pictures decorate the walls. In some 
instances, the couple have even paired 
identikit pieces of furniture to give the 
impression of one supersized item. In 
the living room, for example, multiple 
sections of Ikea’s 'Soderhamn’ sofa have

been combined to create an enormous 
seating area and two matching coffee 
tables form a unique L-shaped design. 

'We opted for a neutral, timeless look,’ 
says Ylva of her monochrome home. 'It’s 
easy to adapt if we want to change 
anything.’ And Ylva is often changing 
things. 'The house is a showroom for my 
art,’ she says. 'It’s where I try out pieces 
before adding them to my collection.’ 

'I’m proud of what we have achieved 
here,’ adds Ylva. 'People thought we were 
crazy to take on this project, but the house 
has allowed us to live in a way that we

MOUNTAINKING 

Zaha Hadid’s new Messner Mountain 
Museum Corones is the final instalment 
in a series of six mountaintop venues 
created for the remarkable Italian 
mountaineer Reinold Messner, the first 
climber to ascend all 14 peaks known as 
the 'eight-thousanders’ (they all stand 
at over 8,000 metres tall), and the first 
to reach the summit of Mount Everest 
without oxygen equipment. Set in the 
mountains of South Tyrol, Italy, the 
striking design consists of three large 
structures that appear to burst out of 
the rockface. The building is made of 
fibreglass-reinforced concrete, a material 
chosen to blend into its surroundings as 
it resembles rock and ice shards.

IT'S BEEN SAID THAT ALVAR AALTO (1898-1976) was Finland s 
equivalent of Frank Lloyd Wright, an architect who understood 
the idea of using varied materials to create a domestic masterpiece. 
The Villa Mairea in Noormarkku, western Finland, is exactly that, 
and this beautiful home is one of Aalto’s most celebrated works. 
It was built in 1939 after he was introduced 
to Harry and Maire Gullichsen, a stylish, 
wealthy couple with a passion for avant- 
garde art and ideas (they later co-founded 
manufacturing firm Artek, which is now 
famous for producing Aalto’s furniture). 

The Gullichsens commissioned Aalto to 
design a house for them, one where they 
could entertain, work and, importantly, 
display their extensive art collection. They 
proved to be the perfect clients, giving Aalto 
total creative freedom over the project. 

Maire’s family also owned one of the biggest 
timber companies in the country, which 
guaranteed the architect a supply of his favourite building material. 
The villa was constructed on her family estate and served as 
a testing ground for Aalto’s ideas of what a modern home could be, 
as well as his exploration of, in his words. The very important 


relationship between architecture and the fine arts’. The two- storey 
property is built using white lime-washed brick and has bold 
reddish-brown timber windows and a large balcony terrace. But 
its most seductive feature is the interior, which takes inspiration 
from traditional Finnish farmhouses and Japanese architecture, 
with an aesthetic nod to Lloyd Wright’s 
iconic Fallingwater house in Pennsylvania. 

Aalto’s love of nature is clear from the 
use of light, elegant timber throughout; 
the main staircase resembles a wild bamboo 
forest, with staggered rods enclosing the 
steps (above). Aalto also designed many 
of the furnishings, including a birch tea 
trolley that later became one of Artek’s 
most famous products. The open-plan 
layout of the house is suitably modern. The 
ground fioor has a living area, a garden 
room, dining room and kitchen, each 
partitioned by screens. Native pine fiooring 
creates a sense of connection between the house’s various zones. 
This is Aalto’s fresh interpretation of Modernism: a building that 
combines clean architectural lines with a warm, welcoming feel.

The making of a modern classic 


#17. The '214’ chair by Thonet 

Probably the most commercially successful chair ever 
produced, the '214’ (originally known as 'No.M’) is 
a defining example of the style known as Classical 
Modernism. Its creator, German-born Michael Thonet 
(1796-1871), trained as a carpenter and joiner and in 1849 
opened his own furniture workshop, Gebriider Thonet, 
in Vienna. He began experimenting with manufacturing 
processes for wood, developing a steam-bending method 
that would create a whole new t5^ology: bentwood 
furniture. Not only did it enable him to produce elaborate 
curved forms for rocking chairs and loungers, but it also 
allowed for the construction of incredibly lightweight 
designs - ideal for use in cafes and restaurants. 

For the '214’ chair, Thonet chose beech, a timber that 
is easy to work and hardwearing. Beech rods were heated 
to 100 degrees centigrade, pressed into a curve by cast-iron 
moulds, and then dried at around 70 degrees for at least

20 hours, creating a permanent shape. Having perfected 
this innovative industrial process, Thonet knew that 
he could mass-produce the chair, and not having to hire 
craftsmen to make it by hand meant that he could cut costs 
significantly. The '214’ launched in 1859; it was affordable, 
light and beautifully elegant. Between 1859 and 1930 
Thonet sold more than 50 million chairs; by the time 
its founder died, the company was the biggest furniture 
factory in the world. There wasn’t a fashionable cafe 
in Europe where people were not sitting on his design. 

As time went on, the seat became associated with 
elegant dining, and it became known simply as 'the 
bistro chair’. To this day, its sleek shape still evokes 
the image of a chic continental cafe. Designer Jasper 
Morrison summed up its timeless appeal when he said: 

'It has the freshness of a new product, because it has 
never been bettered.’ £552, Aram Store (aram.co.uk). OEI
